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LOCALITY IN RACE ANTAGONISM. 


Race antagonism continues to crop 


up in all sections of the country. Re- 
cently a negro shot a white man-In 


• Webrun, Pennsylvania, and the white 


residents ordered 
the 
entire negro 


population, to leave the place. This-or- 
aer being disobeyed, a white mob core 
down the huts occupied 
by 
colored 


famines and compelled the occupants 
to leave the vicinity. ' At this distance 
it is impossible to stve the rights and 
wrongs of.the affair. 
While mob vio- 


lence is always to be deprecated, it is 
frequently provoked by a 
condition 


that is both chronic and exasperating. 
"Within the last year or two the colored 
Inhabitants of various towns in Illi- 
nois, Indiana, New Jersey and Penn- 
sylvania have been forcibly expelled In 
a body by the whites. This is an in- 
dication of a public, sentiment that Is 
being stirred out of 
the 
ordinary. 


' What Is it? Race prejudice cannot ac- 


count for it entirely. 
These 
widely 


separated outbreaks are due to causes 
that are speciiic however general in 
character. 


Is the:-e something: 
in the 
negro 


character, aside from the color of his 
skin, that provokes antagonism? Per- 
haps colored men, especially of a. cer- 
tain class, have a predisposition 
to- 


ward turbulence. The columns of the 
daily press indicate thnt colored peo- 
ple are much more prone to acts o 
violence than the whites. 
They 
an 


much addicted to carrying: arms, whic] 
they use on slight provocation. 
It i 


possible that this 
habit of carrying 


weapons and readiness to engage in 
affrays ig partly due to indignities to 
which they have beer, subjected and to 
a feeling that they should be prepared 
to protect themselves when assaulted 
or abused. Be the reason what it may 
the practice 
of 
carrying concealec 


weapons, all too prevalent among the 
whites is even more prevalent among 
colored men, who use arms in pri%-ate 
brawls with greater freedom than anj 
other class in the country. 


It is noteworthy that In certain 


callties there is no cause to complain 
of the conduct of colored people. 
In 


Oakland, for instance, the colored peo- 
ple are quiet, peaceable and well be- 
haved. They are an orderly, law abid- 
ing industrious element of the com- 
munity, and in their deportment on 
the street cars and on the streets com- 
pare favorably with the whites. 
The 


question here arises. Are the colored 
people of this city an exceptional and 
superior class of the race or has 
a 


more favorable environment 
had 


beneficial effect on their character and 
conduct? 


Certainly in this town they are not 


addicted to brawling and resisting of- 
ficers. The Idea of a mob gathering in 
this city to drive them out Is simply 
a wild impossibility. Yet it must be 
admitted that the race separation is 
wide here, 
and 
public 
sentiment, 


among the whites particularly, is op- 
posed to social admixture. 
IE 
this 


feeling exists in a community having 
a considerable population of unusually 
intelligent, 
self 
respecting, 
genteel 


mannered colored people, what must 
the feeling be In other communities 
where the standard 
of culture 
and 


comfort of both races is lower, 
and 


where natural race antipathy Is em- 
bittered by labor troubles and political 
differences, where the manual occu- 
pations bring the races into competi- 
tive as well a_s personal contact? How- 
ever there is no race issue here, nor 
is there any objection to negroes ex- 
ercising their rights as citizens and 
the puiMlc privileges accorded to oth- 
er classes of society. 


Is there any connection 'between this 


condition and the general peace and 
order that prevails in the local colored 
community? 
May not the attitude of 


the whites in other 
localities 
have 


something to do with the exhibitions 
of turbulence, violence 
and 
use of 


deadly weapons charged against the 
ne-gro? Is it not possible that a differ- 
ent course of treatment would result 
in a different 
line of conduct? 
The 


question is worth studying over. 


THE PRISON TROUBLES. 


A good'••deal of loose and; Ill-digested 


criticism -Ig:.beine leveled1 at the,man- 
agement of: th"e State prisons. 'Milch of 
this is intemperate in tone, besides be- 
ing based upon testimony of the most 
questionable sort—palpably Interested 
testimony coming from a most 
un- 


trustworthy source. Mainly it is prer., 
sented in the form of cunning appeals 
to the sympathies of the uninformed, 
Impasslonable public, which invariably 
rises to a coirlplalnt of torture' and 
abuse ol the helpless. 


In taking for granted the testimony 


given by convicts against their keep- 
ers, the'public is in danger of. losing 
sight of several important facts, with- 
out an understanding and considera- 
tion of which no correct judgment can 
be formed. That there have been cases 
of prisoners being punished with un- 
due severity or even unjustly is un- 
doubtedly true; even the courts some- 
times inflict too severe sentences or 
convict innocent men. 
There may be 


isolated 
instances of wanton wrong 


and a greater probability of unfairness 
and bad judgment. 
But that the in- 


mates In the State prisons have been 
systematically tortured or starved is a 
libel on the officers in charge, and we 
offer no apology for tliem either. 
The 


question of personal fitness and the 


ti.ility of executive talent shown 
is 


not a matter for discussion in 
this 


connection. 


It may be premised that the law nnr] 


public sentiment demand that convicts 
be treated humanely and fed properly. 
But who is to be the judge 
of 
the 


treatment and the quality and abun- 
dance of the food?—the convicts or the 
officers? 
It Is the duty of the officers' 


to keep the convicts confined and make 
them work, to compel obedience, 
to 


maintain discipline and. to break up 
the peiiilclous habits and degrading 
friendships that result from the con- 
gregate system of penal administra- 
tion. 
This is a phase of prison life 


that can only be hinted at, yet it pro- 


cruelty. 
4 Negligence 
and 
political 


manipulation do not transform 
men 


into demons. As a rule, 'the officers 
employed- at the prisons are meii of 
humane instincts, disposed kindly to- 
ward the prisoners under their charge. 
They have no animosity against 
the 


prisoners. 
There is rio profit or p're- 


ferment. in torturing 
corivicta, 
and 


they are generally ankious to avoid 
anj. unfavorable notoriety in the-pa- 
pejrs.. They are neither torturers nor 
AjDundreis.

H« 
denounces the custom ax most 
repre- 
hensible, and asks students to remember 
that a university is a place for study and 
not for frivolity. 
So the boys and the 
girls must choose other places to make 
their social engagements if they do not 
desire to incur the severe displeasure of 
their Head. 
; Dr. Jordan expressed his views in plain 
terms this morning: In Assembly Hall, 
-where the third general assembly of the 
students this semster was being held. 
The President indulged in a heart-to- 
heart talk to his charges, talcing them 
Into his confidence and telliog them Just 
what he disliked alxnit them and their 
ways. 


"Among the things I dislike to see," 
said Dr. Jordan, "is flirting on the 'quad.' 
I am aware, too, 'that In the library the 
boys and the girls make engagementa 
for dances and other, social 
functions. 
The library is not a place for that, and 
I wish you would refrain from doing so 
In the future. 
"The quadrangle and the library are for 
studying and college work. 
All 
social 
duties I wish would be s«t apart from 
the quadrangle and the library." 
Dr. Jordan also objects to the students 
decorating 
their rooms 
with barroom 
signs and flaming posters, and he depre- 
cates purloining—or, in college parlance, 
"swiping"—by them of articles of small 
value from various public places. 
On 
this subject the president spoke in the 
following terms: 
"This custom was started in Yale in 


1S95, 
when It was a fad for students to 
make collections of souvenirs from Pull- 
man cars, restaurants and hotels, etc. 
"The things taken were not of great 
value and It was not this value that was 
objectionable but the fact that they t6ok 
what did not belong to them. 
"Lately, 
however. I understand that 
the practice has nearly ceased and I hope 
thnt In the future the students 'prill -re- 
frain from doing anything of this sort 
that might bring discredit to the college,"

Waiters' Union Is born of the deviil and is unworthy of the support of a Christian community. They s<* 
further and attack the good citizenship of union men. 


In this open letter we wish to reply to the religious corporation. 
We wish to impress upon the public that the grandest of all religious sentiments, the f«<low»hip 
of 


man, 
in its true sense, is the basic principle of unionism. 


Dennett's restaurant In. Its published statements professes to believe that by reeognlzlng'the union the 


•word of God \vculd be contrarled. We believe, 0:1 the other hand, the purest and deepest religion is Con- 
tained in unionism, namely the uplifting of humanity, and beg for the indulgence of the public to submit 
our proof. 


The first struggle of the Waiters' Union In this city was to obaln a Sunday off, so that those inclined 


to attend religious service might do so. We won this fight. 


Would it be contrary to the -word, of God. or make bad citizens for Dennett's to recognize this .prin- 


ciple of unloi fsm?

Our next demand was that the men and women employed be paid a fair -wage.

Dennett's restaurant pays its waitresses the munificent sum of $6 per week. 
This is the inducement offered by a"religiously conducted restaurant for .working girls to remain vir- 


tuous. Dennett's restaurant is backed by a capital stock of $500,000, which fact taken into consideration 
of an alleged partnership with God in the restaurant business, makes $6 a week look like a pretty niggard- 
ly pittance. 


That higher wages may be paid the working girls, and that they may be removed from the tempta- 


tions which/actual want brings with it, we ask the Christian community, 
the 
Christian 
wiv»es 
and 


mothers, who do not parade their Christianity to draw business, but follow it for its spiritual consola- 
tion, do not patronize Dennett's restaurant until the union and Its standard of wages !s recognize>3. 


The union believes In pure womanhood, and also believes that good wages assists In enabling working 


girls to remain pnre. 


Does Dennett's restaurant believe that by recognizing the union and paying working girls fair'-wages, 


it would be "contrarylng the word of God?" 


While speaking of unionism and religion it might be well to remind Dennett's restaurant that Christ 


was the son of a carpenter. Our conception of Him compels us to believe that if He returned to earth. 
today and followed that trade, that he would be a union c.irpenler. 
: 


Another thing that It might be well to call attention to is that Dennett's so mixes business and relig- 


ion together that each morning the establishment is opened with prayer services. Jew, Protestant, Cath- 
olic or member of other creeds all kneel together, forcing those who wish to pray according to their 
o-wn belief either to be hypocrites or lose their position. We believe this to be a mockery. 


Much has been said about the merits of unionism. 
Dennett's accuses the union of not letting an 


American citizen do as he pleases, thus depriving him of a constitutional liberty. 


In these days of civilization It Is looked upon as a moral crime to overwork anrj underpay human 


beings. 
Because the union will not let a man do as he pleases, by working for unfair wages, Den- 


nett's restaurant says the union is interfering with a constitutional right. 


If it is a moral crime to underpay men, then tho crime should not be permitted. The union doe* 


not permit it, and therefore should be upheld as much as any other institution which prevents moral 
crimes or other offenses.

As yet there is no law to reach those who commit the crime of underpaying men and women. 
Un- 


til such a law is passed 'the union is the only power which can prevent low wag-es and the consequent 
disastrous effect upon society. 


While on this line of thought, it might be well to further remind Dennett's why unionism stands 


for the purest kind of religion and why it stands for the best Iti the way of rlatesmanshlp. 


Unionism means that the individual in the struggle for existence, In his single-handed light against 


the over-towering financial interests of great corporations nnd trusts, shall not lose his Identity anil sink 
Into a condition of industrial slavery. 


•It means that men shall be well paid. 


It means that the nation will have independent and comfortable homes. 


It means the rising generation will have time to get an education, instead of becoming bread winners 


at a tender age. 


It means the abolition of child labor. 
It means that in the whirlwind race of commercial growth and development the virtue of woman and 


the courage of man shall not be extinguished in industrial oppression. 


It means that greed and avarice shall not rule the world. 
It means that the standard of the individual, and consequently the nation, shall be raised, 
In conclusion, we will state that In asking the public not to patronize Dennett's restaurant until It 


recognizes the union, we do so believing that the ends of religion, of statesmanship and of those em- 
ployed will be best served.

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OLDEST GAMING BOARD IN THE WORLD, 


• One of the most Interesting finds which 
bos been brought to Hgbt while excavat- 
ing the fmaieuse prehistoric naJace of King 
Minos, on the Island of-Crete, is tUe royal 
gaming board, Trhlch is the oldest in the 
world. 


From the precious nnd valuable material 


used in its construction It was indeed a 
royal treasure, and niTords striking evidence 
that the gaming table was one of the indis- 
pensable possessions o{ this great ruler of 
the Homeric jigo, some tfloastnd rears ego. 
This remarkable archaeological trophy was 
found by Mr. Arthur Eraus, a British ex- 
cavator. 


In a corridor several feet below the sur- 


face the workmen threw up. some 
frag- 


ments of crystal and ivory from the earthy 
deposit. 
On examination these were found 


to belong to- the end1 of a kind of inlaid 
board, the most of the pieces of which were 


largely in their original position.

For The Home Dressmaker. ' 


As fashion decrees that children's clotlifn? 


nt present stall be perfect In simplicity, the 
home sewer may turn out gnrnaents for her 
chlldr|p that will compare with those sold 
nt high prices. The little loose coat swu in 
the illustration is one of the approved styles 
for children nnd mny be .worn by boys or 
girls, ufiunliy having a. leather belt added for 
boys, especially for those who do not wear 
frocks underneath. 
Two backs are shown 


in the sketch. 
The lower one is a pretty 


variation when making the coat for a bny. 
It makes the garment straig-hter and is quite 
finished without a belt. 
The pattern is an 


ordinary sacque sha'pc, wlpth seams at tlve 
side only. It has triple shoulder capes cut 
without much dip nt bnrk and 'front, nfter 
the fashion of a Newmarket driving- coat. 
The sleeves ore cut fach with one seam only, 
from a. fitting coat sleeve shape, with the 
back seam joined from the shoulder down- 
ward as far ris will permit it tn lie flat. The 
two front edges ore then folded to meet, 
and the back of sleeve is placed to a fold of 
the cloth, the wrist slope being continued 
to the fold and so inuifing a slight hell effect. 
A turn back cuff of the cloth, stitched or of 
velvet, in which case the top cape is also of 
velvet, makes it sit out nicely. The same 
sleeve may be finished with a wristband If 
preferred. 


A CHILD'S COAT. 


Box cloth, tweed serge, zibeline or any 


firm material may be used; for a boy's wenr 
box cloth Is smarter than nnything else, us 
the edges may be"left raw. ..JEflffpta silU in- 
terlined makes n pretty garment'for a little 
gin, but this must also be lined with silk 
or satin, or the effect Is inferior. Kine I t a l - 
ian cloth makes a good lining for cloth, us, 
beilup wool, it is worm ami light. 


The necessary quantity of 52-Inch wide ma- 


terial is one yard nurt three-elghihs, allowing 
for a twenty-fhree or twenty-four inch length 
down the. centre of the front.

straight, to cut fbe back odjre to fit fairly 
closely to just below the waisr, then to add 
a little extra width to make good plaits. If 
necessary the fnclngn for tut fronts may he 
Joined -near the lower end; if well pressed 
tbey will not he obvious and may often ef- 


fect a great saving of cloth. 
For 


cut a strip to inaU-U the wrist edg-c of sleeve, 
as dottod in digram 1, and in puttie^ them 
on turn thorn upside down so th.it the upper 
edge will stand out a little. As Uatfan clofh 
is fifty-four inches wide, the fronts are ofolv- 
required to meet tlie lnt:?r edges of the cloth 
facings, and as it is not necessary to I'a* tb* 
upper capes, one yard will suffice.

ffarmcnt, jind be sere, if any alteratlob is 
made, to sec- that Iwth sides ex»ctly ajrrc*, 
and re-mnrk them for the jtitchin'g, which 
next do.

Judge Ogden today ordered a dismissal 


of the su-lt brought by Hunt Brothers and 
Company 
and 
twenty-four 
iTiauranco 


companies to recover J124,«6.9S damages 
from tho San Lorenzo Water Company 
on account of the destruction by nre of 
Hunt Brothers' Cannery at Hay-wards. 
The aissjiscal waa ordered because the 
plaintiffs failed to amend their complaint 
\vtthln ihe ten days allowed by the Court 
when the second demurrer waa sustained. 
Hunt Brothers' cannery was burned on 
April 12, 1901. The property was valued 
at-4125,000. 
It waa insured in twenty- 
four different companies for J91.22J.12. 
The estimated loss of the uninsured prop- 
erty was $12,276.60, making a total losa 
of $104,496.9?. 
In addition to this Hunt 
Brothers claimed they sustained a losa of 
125.000 by the cc-.ssation of their business. 
It was claimed by the plaintiffs that 
the bulk .of th'e Jos.s was due. to the ab- 
sence of water to fight the flrp. It was 
alleged that the San 
Lorenzo 
Water 
Company ha.d failed to keep a contract to 
lay a six-Inch water main to tho.can- 
nery and erect a fire hydrant on the 
premises, although frequently importuned 
to do so. 


Had- there been a fire hydrant on the 
premises, it waa claimed, the fire could 
^ave been extinguished with a loss not 
exceeding $5,000, 
Deducting 
this 
sum 


from the total loss on the property and 
adding $25,000 for the loss of business. It 
eft a total, sum of $124,496.93 that was 
sought to be recovered, by the plaintiffs. 
The water company demurred to the 
complaint upon -the grounds that it did 
not show what the cause of the fire was; 
whether the main or the fire hydrant was 
essential to the extinguishing 
ot 
the 
lames; whether the J2.75 a month hail 
been paid for the fire hydrant, nor did it 
ippear within what time the company 
wa.s 
to lay the main and erect the hy"- 
drant. 


Judge Ogden held that the points of the 
Jemurrer were well taken, and. as the 
jlaintiffs failed to amend their complaint 
tho second time, they lost their standing 
in court.
